200 to 500 eggs and covers, them with 
brnwn hairs from the tuft on the tip 
of her body. 


The eggs hatch about the first week 


in August a tiny browntail catcrplller 
coming from each egg. These caater- 
pillers at once begin eating the sur- 
face of the leaves, giving the foliage 
a brown scortched appearance. 


After feeding thus for a few weeks 


the caterplllers, which are still quite 
small spin tip their ntst at the tip oi 
a twig, in which to spend the winter. 


They soon retire to their nest anfi
